The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-2, 5- 
6, 1 1-12, & 15-17 are allowed because the recited combination of elements of a 
catheter device adapted for deployment in a body vessel to occlude flow and remove 
material including an outer elongated hollow shaft with an expandable occluder and a 
proximal adaptor, an inner elongated hollow shaft with a rinse head having one or more 
rinse holes substantially directed toward side walls of the body vessel, the inner shaft 
lumen in fluid communication with an influx port in fluid communication, and a treatment 
catheter introduced through the treatment port and the outer shaft lumen wherein the 
treatment catheter is in parallel to the inner elongated hollow shaft, also wherein the 
treatment port removably receives the inner elongated hollow shaft and the treatment 
catheter is not found nor fairly taught in the prior art of record, as argued by applicant 
and agreed by examiner. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.
